As illustrating the tone of the ' 


foundry coke market, several opera- i 
tors who lecently were glad to sell | 
on contract at ?5.50 ard have sold ! 
prompt lots at $5-25 to $5.50, depend- [ 
than a week ago. Practically all quo- j 
ing $6.00 on 'prompt, letting business , 
get away from them if the price (s not i 
paid, and are refusing to quote on ' 
contracts at all. There is still some 
$5.00 foundry coke to be had for 
prompt shipment, but the offerings 
are very far from numerous and are 
confined entirely to the l&ss well 
, known brands. The advance in foun- 


dry coke is chiefly by way of an in- 
crease in spread between furnace and 
foundry grade and thus reflects the 
tightneee of the labor situation, it be- 
ing difficult to secure the class of labor 
"required to prepare and ship foundry 
coke as against furnace coke. 


Several furnaces have been buying 


prompt coke in the open market, and 
the surplus of furnace coke on track 
has thus bfrea visibly reduced. The 
circumstances attending tbe buying of 
this prompt coke are no: known posi-

subsequent steps in manufacture and

en exceptional profits; that the man- 
ufacturer of shoes'has taken unusual 
margins and that the prices charged 
by the retailer are not justifiable, each 
factor in the industry adding to the 
burden he had to bear before he 
passed it on to the next.. 


The summary of the commission's 


report is as follows: 


This report treats ol conditions in 


the leather tatuing industry including 
the hide trade and the boot and shoe 
industry, including the merchandising 
ot shoes. The .period covered by the 
inquiry is from 1911 to 1918 inclusive, 
except in regard to,certain financial 
.data. The outstanding facts establish- 
ed by the inquiry are as follows: 


(1) Between 1914 and 19'l7 the 


prices of hides, the principal factor in 
the cost of producing leather,-greatly 
advanced and the differential between 
country hides and packer hides, in- 
creased beyond the usual proportion, 
due to the more marked increase in 
the price ol packer, hides. 


(2) Though there was an increase 


in the cost ot hides to the tanner, the 
prices of his product—leather—ad- 
vanced to a point that could not be 
justified by the cost of producing it, 
This conclusion is supported by the 
high rates of return on investment re- 
ceived by tanners. 


(3) The 
cost 
of 
manufacturing 


shoes increased greatly between 19H 
and 1917, but, as evidenced by the 
high rates of return. on investment, 
not to an extent that warranted the 
prices at which, manufacturers' sold 
their product. 


(4) The absolute margins of profit 


taken by retail shoe merchants per 
pair of shoes grew not only because 
retail shoe dealers took too much 
profit .bur. because the dealer had to 
pase to the consumer- the excessive 
profits received by butchers for hides 
and also the excess profits of tanners 
and shoe znanofe.

The same ehoes in 1D1S cost the re- 
tailer from J3.05 to $4.45 per pair and 
retailed at from about 55 to as high as 
J7 per pair, with the percentage of 
profit ranging from 38 to 69 per cent. 
In 1914 the retailer's absolute gross 
profit for this group averaged a little 
more than ?1 per pair, while in 1918 
it averaged more than fl.SO per pair. 


"The absolute amount of money 


necessary to conduct business in 1917 
and 1S18 was greater than in 1914, but 
the relative cost of doing business 
practically did not change. The per- 
centage of total sales of dealers that 
was expended for the conduct of bus- 
iness was approximately the same in 
1917 and 1918 as it was in 1914. The 
volume of business of more than 50 
wholesalers increased 32 per cent in 
four yea.ru while their actual ex- 
penses in dollars and cents increased 
only 24 per cent.
